WORTH STUDYING 


There are two sides to every 


proposition. So it is with the far- 
ming profession. The farmers 
are' salesmen, as well as, manu- 
facturers.

crops. The marketing 
may be 


done through various channels 
as the wholesaler, retailer, or by 
the farmer himself, direct to the 
consumer. Supply and demand is

Com- 
mercial fertilizers are good but 
they will npt replace fertility on- 
ly insofar as they help a crop 
which will restore humus by the 
proces of plant growth and its 
decomposition in soil. This plan 
requires a great deal of time,

The 
same principle applies to all pro- 
duce fed to live stock, whether 
it be hay, corn, oats or wheat, 
etc. Id it not worthy of more1 at- 
tention? How many of the far- 
mers in the county know even 
approximately what they are 
getting for the crops they feed 
to their livestock. As a rule it is 
simply retaining what is neces- 
sary to feed the stock on the 
farm, and selling the balance for 
the market price. In many cases 
it would be better to sell the 
stock at the market price, rather 
than feed the produce that they 
will consume. At other times, it 
would pay big to purchase more 
livestock rather than sell the 
crops at the market price.

It will be the marketing of 


that type of animal that will 
bring the greatest returns to the 
producer.

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The market for Pennsylvania farms 


was more active last year than during 
the two previous years, despite the 
discontent which has been so loudly 
voiced at Washington and elsewhere 
by the farmers of the ftreat agricul- 
tural state of the Middle West and 
South. 


Dealers in farm properties who 


watch the %maiket for farm lands 
closely attribute this to a somewhat 
contradictory 
situation, taking 
the 


country as a whole There are abuot 
6,000#00 farms in the United States 
and 93 per cent of these are conduct- 
ed by their owners without employ- 
ing hired labor in any form. The ma- 
jority of these produce 
diversified 


crops feeding local or neaiby market5- 
and are not dependent for their pros- 
perity upon the price of a sintjle crop 
of wheat, tobacco or cotton. 
jWfhese small, general farmers grow- 
ing1 crops on low-priced land have not 
suffered as have the owners of hjgh- 
priced western farm lands and in con- 
sequence the market for these diver- 
sified farms continue increasingly ac- 
tive. 


Pennsylvania was the second state 


in the Union in point in the number 
of farms sold in 1921, being exceeded 
only bv New York. This is shown by 
a report just issued by the E. A. 
Strout Farm Agency, Inc, which last 
year sold 496 Pennsylvania farms and 
a total of 5,114 farms at an aggre- 
gate value of $20,000,000. This was an 
increase of 55 per cent over 1920 when 
that agency sold 320 farms in Penn- 
sylvania.

own state, Pennsylvanians purchased 
last year 300 farms

shown in the Strout report The ma- 
jority of these or 215, were in neaiby 
eastern states—90 in New Jersey, 71 
in New York, 28 in Delaware and 26 
in Meryland. 50 went to Ohio, 18 to 
Florida, 6 to Virginia, 4 to Michigan, 
2 to Maine and Vermont, and one to 
Indiana, Missouri and Kentucky. 


It is interesting to note that none 


moved west of Indiana while there 
was a pronounced movement from the 
Central states into Pennsylvania.
